OTTAWA, Sept. 7—A speeding up 
| of organization will, it is expected, 
follow the appointment of a gov- 
ernor for Canada’s new Central 
bank. Thursday the Dominion gov- 
ernment set all doubts at rest as 
to whether or not a Canadian would 
be selected for this high post.with 
the announcement that Graham 
Ford Towers, assistant general man- 
ager of the Royal Bank of Canada, 
had been appointed. He will short- 
ly celebrate his 37th birthday. 

The anticipation now is that the 
Bank of Canada will be in opera- 
tion early in the new year. Hay- 
ing selected a Canadian for the 
highest post, the government now 
intends to secure a deputy gov- 
ernor from one of the other cen- 
tral banks in the empire so his

ME: E. W. BEATTY, K.C., president of the Canadian Pa- 

cific Railway company, made a public speech at Van- 
couver last Tuesday in which he advocated the unification, 
for administration purposes, of the Canadian National and 
C. P. R. systems. It was a very able argument, showing 
that by curtailing services, dismissing all superfluous em- 
ployees and reducing the mileage of track, it would be pos- 
sible to carry on transportation of goods and passengers 
across Canada at greatly reduced cost to the taxpayer, 
and without affecting the rights of bondholders to their 


interest payments.

F Canada was a hopelessly bankrupt and decadent coun- 
try, with its natural resources depleted and all hope 
of population increase gone, there could be no question but 
that the curtailment of services of both roads under one 
management would be a necessary policy to adopt.

UT Canada is not a bankrupt country, with its natural 
resources depleted and all hope of population gone. It 
can maintain a population five or ten times its present 
total, who could consume and sell every grain of wheat its 
farmers can grow. Its forests and mines are capable of

WHAT Canada needs is not curtailment of railway ser- 
vices, but national policies that will increase the pro- 
duction and commerce of the nation and attract large num- 
bers of new population. We need a new monetary system 
that will enable the wealth of the country to be monetized 
without the restriction of the-gold standard or the addi- 
tional “sound money” requirements of its present premier, 
which make money scarce and dear. We need a publicly- 
owned and controlled central banking system to make 
money and credit available for the needs and advancement 
of the nation, instead of for the profit of private credit- 
mongers. We need a cessation of the policy that makes 
Canada a Tom Tiddler’s ground for a handful of special 
“privileged-domestic manufacturers’ with rights to pillage 
our own people, and a new policy that will permit fair com- 
petition at home, end our trade wars abroad and permit 
our products to be exchanged on the markets of the 
world.

REAL RECOVERY OR ONLY A 
RESPITE? 

Employers making reports to the Dc 
bureau of statistics had 91,700 more names on 
their pey-rolls on July Ist than they had three 
months before. 

These figures do not of course represent in 
any accurate way the increase in employment, 
er the decrease in unemployment, during the 
three spring months. To get that information 
there would have to be added the number taken 
into employment by non-reporting employers; 
and there must also be deducted the number 
who for one reason or another lost their jobs. 
This information is naturally not obtainable 

But undoubtedly, as the return indicates, the 
end of the period saw more people drawing 
wages than were doing so at the beginning, and 
the figures may not be far wide of the mark 
for the net gain in employment. That employ- 
ment has been increasing in recent months is 
certain, though the increase is by no means uni- 
form over the country, or over different occu- 
pations. 

Nor, remembering that this period covered 
the change from winter to summer conditions, 
is the gain in any way remarkable. In a coun- 
try as large es Canada and with a sharply 
defined winter, the first three months of the 
summer season might easily absorb 91,700 men 
and women into industrial employment in the 
normal course of things. 

And the seasonal change is the only 
factor in the situation. Four years of suppressed 
production have resulted in the whittling down 
of the commercial] surplusses in many lines of 
goods. And a revival of manufacturing in 
Great Britain has reacted to stimulgte sporadic 
activity in some branches of Canadian industry. 
Taking these factors into account, a gain of 
91,700 persons at work in the reporting indus- 
tries is neither strange nor phenomena! 

It is none the less welcome, as marking for 
a large number of Canadian wage-earners the 
end of a period of distressful and distress-mak- 
ing idleness and the return of the regular pay 
envelope, though the contents are on the aver- 
age only a fraction of those of former years 

But, gratifying as this gain is, the other less 
satisfactory fact is not to be overlooked. Noth- 
ing has yet been done to make certain that the 
betterment will be anything other than tem- 
porary. There has been no adjustment of money 
policy or of trade policy to prevent a recur- 
rence of the experiences of the last four years 

Lacking these readjustments, we are simply 
starting in to reproduce, as opportunity offers, 
the conditions which culminated in the break- 
down of four years ago. If causes still produce 
their effects, and if precedents count for any- 
thing, we are bound to expect that six or eight

*STUFFED LAMB CHOPS: Have the chops 
cut the thickness of two ordinary chops and 
with a sharp knife (your butcher will do this 
for you) cut through the centre, back to the 
bone, makirg a pocket which fill with equal 
parts of minced ripe olives and mushrcoms 
chopped fine. Place chops on the broiler rack 
and quickly sear on both sides under flame. 
Remove to baking pan and bake in moderate 
oven for ten cr fifteen minutes. Serve with 
slices of mint Jello or Jell-Well. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION —Mrs. G. writes: “I have been 
following your diet for three months, have lost 
20 pounds, feel fine and can sleep soundly. My 
liver was sluggish but this condition has greatly 
improved. Can you tell me the cause of a roar- 
ing in the ears, like the sound of hissing steam? 
It does not trouble me especially, but would be 
glad to be rid of it.” 

ANSWER—The roaring in the ears comes 
either from catarrh of the inner ear, or from 
high blood pressure. Have your doctor take 
your blood pressure and in this way establish 
the cause of the trouble. You can follow the 
proper dietetjc treatment to cure either of the 
conditions mentioned. 

QUESTION—Mrs. A. C. writes: “In taking 
the orange fast for anemia, would like to know 
if it is necessary for patient to go to bed while 
so doing, and if it would hurt to eat the pulp 
of the orange after juice is extracted.” 

ANSWER-—It is never advisable to go to 
bed while fasting unless it is ebsolutely neces- 
sary, due to a high fever or while the patient is 
having great pain. It is a peculiar thing that 
fasting is very enervating if the patient con- 
tinues to rest all the time, while if one goes 
about one’s regular duties, taking a moderate 
amount of exercise, one will stay much stronger. 
It is all right to use some of the pulp of the 
oranges, but not the woody fibre. 

QUESTION —T. Y. writes: “Kindly state 
what fruits end vegetables to avoid if one is 
inclined to gas on the stomach.” 

ANSWER—Those who are inclined to flat- 
ulence should avoid using the acid fruits with 
meals, and should not use onions, garlic, cab- 
bage or navy beans and very limited amount of 
the starchy foods.

Some Things That Should Be Done 
For Alberta and B.C. 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 


The main line of the Canadian National Railways from Ed- 
monton to Prince Rupert has been completed these many years; 
the grade and construction are of such natures as to be available 
for the handling of heavy traffic in immense volume. Prince 
Rupert has a first class harbor—ranking with the Class A harbors 
of the world; and having a 700 mile advantage in the shape of 
the shortest sea route from Canada to the Ports of the Orient. 


Nothing has been done to develop westbound traffic over the 
great level-grade rail artery between Edmonton and Prince 
Rupert. The revenues of the Canadian National Railways could 
be increased sevcral million dollars per year without further 
capital expenditure; and the distributing trade of Edmonton 
could be greatly increased by giving the basic products of Alberta 
and of British Columbia a market in large volume overseas. 


Coal is one of thé basic commodities which always has a 
market on navigable water based on quality and price. Over a 
term of many yeers about forty-five million tons of coal per 
year has been hauled by rail to ports on Lake Erie and distributed 
to points on the Great Lakes. z 


Alberta has several grades of coal which would sell at tide- 
water—even in competition with oil-—and in the next twenty 
years when the surplus supply of oil has been used up under the 
present system of getting rid of oil in the shortest possible time, 
highgrade coal will be sought after instead of seeking markets. 


The benefit to the Governmeni Railweys of putting the best 
grades of Alberta coal to tidewater at competitive rates would 
first be in the profitable local business created by incurring 
employment, population and consumption of commodities at coal 
producing points. Next there would be railway profit in hauling 
coal in trainload lots even at highly competitive rates. 


The business could not be built up in a day. There would be 
no sense in hauling low-grade coal; the selection of grades of coal 
which would stand up in world markets would be a prime 
necessity. 


But with these precautions, and the giving of a rate in train- 
load lots which would look like exact cost today there would be 
built up a very profitable rail traffic. 


The markets for coal are found by experience. A market for 
highgrade coal exists all along the West Coasts of North America 
and South America from the Aleutian Islands to Cape Horn. 
There must be power in the seller of coal to guarantee quality 
of coal and cost at tidewater over a term of years in order to build 
up business permanent in point of time. There may be, and almost 
to a certainty is a market for grades of high-class coal in some of 
the Ports of the Orient and in some of the Atlantic Ports. But 
these facts can only be translated into dollars by firm offer of 
coal of guaranteed grade and price at tidewater over a term of 
years. 


With a railway artery in place and yawning for business; and 
with a seaport terminal open for twelve months in the year, and 
having great navigational advantages—it will be good business to 
make provision for going after the business; and it is one of the 
things which should be done, 


The establishment of a permanent trade in the shipping of 
highgrade coal overseas would help to provide a market for all 
the other natural products of Alberta and of British Columbia, 
Here is one cf the things which should be done now; as it only 
involves the application of common business sense to existing 
assets.

He showed the colossal graft of 
the title insurance business in Cali- 
fornia. Up in Canada, when you 
sold a piece of real estate, you paid 
fifty cents for a Torrens title from 
the State. But in California you 
paid anywhere from $20 to $50 to a 
private title company; the banks 
made that necessary, by refusing to 
accept any other title certificate. 
He showed also the cruelty of the 
trust deed laws of the State. If 
you borrowed money on your home 
or your ranch, and delayed a single 
day with the interest payments, 
the whole amount, principal and in- 
terest, fell due, and you had 122 
days in which to raise the money, 
or lose your property without right 
of redemption. Under that law, 
written and maintained by the 
banks, 8930 persons in Los Angeles 
County had lost their property in 
the first seven months of 1933, the 
value being more than $52,000,000.
